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Garden town and 12,000 
homes edges ever closer

CONTROVERSIAL plans to create a 
garden town and build up to 12,000 
homes in Shepway have been given 
the green light by the government’s 
housing minister. 

Shepway District Council submit¬ 
ted an official ‘expression of interest’ 
to government after a meeting of 
councillors in July, much to the 
dismay of campaigners, who staged a 
sit-in protest in the council chamber 
just weeks before. 

Opposition groups also organised a 
march against the development, 
earmarked for Otterpool, near 
Folkestone Racecourse, and wrote to 
then-communities and local 
government secretary - and 
Tunbridge Wells MP - Greg Clark 
warning the government “you will 
have a real fight on your hands”. 

They argue a development on such 
a scale would blight an area of 
outstanding natural beauty and its 
surrounding landscape. 

However, Conservative council 
leader David Monk insists the project, 
expected to last for at least 30 years, 
will be of benefit to the district and 
minister Gavin Barwell has thrown 


his weight behind the plans, also 
pledging capacity funding of 
£750,000 to the scheme. 

Cllr Monk said: “This means we 
will be able to pursue our ambitions 
to create a new community where 
our children and their children can 
live, work and play. 

“I have already met with many 
people, businesses and local parishes 
to discuss our ideas but nothing is set 
in stone yet. We do know that over 
the next 30 years we will need more 


homes and jobs for our children and 
grandchildren. Many in my genera¬ 
tion have done well for themselves. 

“I feel a deep obligation to make 
sure that we do not deny future 
generations the same opportunities 
that we had.” 

Folkestone and Hythe MP Damian 
Collins, who met with Cllr Monk and 
Mr Barwell this week, has described 
they plans as “a game changer for 
jobs, new homes, and local busi¬ 
nesses” and previously insisted the 


council has promised at least 30 per 
cent of the land identified for the 
project would be kept as green space. 

The council is launching a 
consultation next month into the 
project’s architecture, infrastructure 
and sustainability, as well as land¬ 
scape, public realm and transport. 

In working with district residents, 
the council aims to develop a 
masterplan for Otterpool Park to 
ultimately submit a planning 
application. 


Cathedral wins appeal 
over £21,500 payout for 
OAP’s fall in precincts 


Fans remember show blow 
after Leonard Cohen death 


THE governing body of Rochester 
Cathedral has won its appeal against 
a £21,597 payout to a pensioner who 
tripped while walking through the 
precincts of the ancient building. 

Retired engineer Leonard Debell, 
78, and his wife were on their way to 
meet friends for lunch in June 2010 
when he fell over a small lump of 
concrete protruding from the base of 
a traffic bollard which had been hit 
by a car. 

Mr Debell, who suffered a hernia 
and an injured shoulder, sued the 
Dean and Chapter of England’s 
second oldest cathedral - founded in 
604 AD - and was awarded the 
compensation at Lewes County 
Court in April last year. 

The damages were reduced by 20 
per cent to reflect Mr Debell’s 
contributory negligence in not 
taking sufficient care to see where he 
was walking. 

On Wednesday, two judges 
in London allowed the cathedral’s 
appeal against the ruling that 


it was to blame. 

Lord Justice Elias, sitting in the 
Court of Appeal with Lady Justice 
Hallett, said: “This was a most 
unfortunate accident but not one for 
which the cathedral should be liable.” 

He said they accepted the argu¬ 
ment that the county court did not 
apply the foreseeability test in the 
appropriate way. 

The question for the judge was 
whether the piece of concrete created 
a danger of a kind which the 
cathedral authorities were required 
to address. 

Lord Justice Elias added: “This was 
an extremely small piece of concrete 
which could not be said to pose a real 
danger to pedestrians. It would be 
very unlikely that a pedestrian 
would walk so close to the bollard, 
even approaching it at an angle, or 
that he would injure himself if he did. 

“Accordingly, even if, contrary to 
my view, the judge did apply the 
right test, then in my judgment his 
conclusion was not open to him.”

OWNERS of the Bewl Water site in Lamberhurst have 
revealed plans to build 60 'earth lodges’ to provide 
self-catering accommodation. 

The two-bedroom earth lodges would be cut into a 
slope, covered by earth banks and sheltered beneath a 
wild meadow roof at the 800-acre Bewl Water Country 
Park, which surrounds the reservoir. 


The low-energy units could accommodate up to 240 
people in total and would use existing car parking. 

Andrew Daniells, chief operating officer at Bewl 
Water, said: “The earth lodges are an integral part of 
our long-term strategy to ensure the country park can 
operate as an all year round destination for outdoor 
pursuits.” 


Cops appear to rule out 
Bellfield link to brutal 
Russell murders in 1996

A POLICE probe linking serial killer 
Levi Bellfield with a host of other 
crimes has ended - seemingly ruling 
out any possible link with him and 
the deaths in 1996 of Lin and Megan 
Russell. 

The mother and daughter were 
bludgeoned to death as they walked 
across fields to their home in the pic¬ 
turesque village of Chillenden out¬ 
side Canterbury. Josie Russell, nine, 
was left for dead in the attack which 
also saw the pet dog killed. 

Michael Stone, from Gillingham, 
has been convicted of the crime and 
is serving three life sentences in jail. 
However, he has always protested 
his innocence, and a lack of DNA 
evidence linking him to the attacks 
has meant doubts remain over his 
conviction. Levi Bellfield resembled 
an original photofit issued following 
the crime, prompting wide specula¬ 
tion he could be involved. 

Bellfield is serving a whole-life tar-

iff after being found guilty of abduct¬ 
ing and killing 13-year-old Milly 
Dowler following a trial at the Old 
Bailey. He was jailed in 2011. 

He was already in jail for the mur¬ 
ders of Amelie Delagrange and Mar¬ 


sha McDonnell, and the attempted 
murder of Kate Sheedy, when 
he went on trial accused of killing 
Milly. 

At the time of his conviction in 
June 2011, detectives said they be¬ 
lieved Bellfield may have been re¬ 
sponsible for around 20 attacks on 
women which were never solved. 

The Metropolitan Police has been 
co-ordinating the national response, 
across 10 police forces, which is 
thought to have included Kent. 

A spokesman said: “It has taken a 
considerable amount of time and po¬ 
lice resources to conduct the investi¬ 
gation. All lines of enquiry have now 
been exhausted and the decision has 
been taken to close this investiga¬ 
tion as there is no evidence to link 
the individual to any case for which 
he has not already been convicted.” 

Kent Police refused to elaborate 
when contacted. 

Stone’s sister Barbara, who con¬ 
tinues to campaign for him, had re¬ 
cently told KoS: “I know my brother 
didn’t do it, but I am not sure Bell¬ 
field did it either.”

Anne Frank's sister 
makes final speech 

THE 89-year-old sister of Anne Frank - the young 
Jewish victim of the Holocaust who found global 
fame posthumously for her diary charting her 
time in hiding from the Nazis - has made her final 
ever public speech at a prison in Kent. 

Half-sister and survivor of the genocide, Eva 
Schloss, 89, spoke at HMP East Sutton Park in an 
event organised by the Anne Frank Trust and 
Novus, an education and training organisation 
which works with offenders and ex-offenders. 

Mrs Schloss’ visit was part of a week-long 
exhibition run by the Anne Frank Trust, to learn 
about the historical events of the Second World 
War, the concentration camps, and Anne Frank 
and her family. 

Anne Frank’s father, Otto, survived and later 
married Mrs Schloss’ mother. Both families were 
in the death camps and both lost parents, 
brothers, sisters and extended family. 

Ruth Eagles, of Novus, said: “Eva is an inspira¬ 
tion to all of us.” 


Blaze destroys animal 
enclosure at park 

A FIRE has destroyed an animal enclosure at one of 
the county’s leading animal parks. 

Firefighters were called to Port Lympne Reserve 
near Hythe last Saturday to reports of a blaze in a 
small, heated .wooden shed used to house Visayan 
Warty Pigs - originally from the Phillipines. 

The pigs’ shelter was completely destroyed. The 
pigs were not inside at the time and none were 
harmed. 

Fire investigators denied a stray firework sparked 
the fire, with an electrical fault thought to be to blame. 

Staff at the park moved the pigs into another section 
of their paddock while crews extinguished the 
flames. They have subsequently been monitoring the 
animals for any sign of ill health. 

Keepers built a temporary shelter for the pigs with 
the animals this week kept in a separate paddock and 
shelter while work continues to rebuild their regular 
home. 

There were no reports or anyone else being 
injured during the drama. 


Fresh hunt for clues 
over missing woman 

SPECIALIST police dogs have been called in as part 
of a renewed investigation into a woman reported 
missing almost 20 years ago from Pembury Hospital. 

Margaret Costen was last seen on February 23, 
1997. She was an inpatient and was reported missing 
after it was believed she had left the grounds and 
wandered into nearby woodland. 

Despite searching, the 54-year-old was not found. 
Inspector Ray Quiller said: ‘ ‘It’s been a long time 
since Margaret was reported missing and these 
searches will be about trying to find any evidence or 
clues to help us understand what happened to her. 
We periodically review files around missing people 
and this has led us to believe that by using modem 
search techniques and expertise we have an 
opportunity to survey areas she may have walked 
through with more accuracy than ever before.’ ’ 
Officers are also continuing efforts to trace any 
possible surviving relatives of Margaret and any 
family or friends are asked to get in touch. If you can 
help, call officers on 01622 604100.

MP HELEN Grant has slammed the govern¬ 
ment’s decision, announced this week, to 
close Invicta Park Barracks in Maidstone. 

It comes as part of the latest sell-off of Min¬ 
istry of Defence sites in a major reorganisa¬ 
tion of military installations and bases 
across the UK. 

Earlier this year, it was also confirmed 
Folkestone’s Burgoyne Barracks will shut in 
2019. 

The Maidstone and the Weald Conserva¬ 
tive MP said: “This is a dramatic and worry¬ 
ing announcement for the 800 soldiers, 
their families and dependents, many of 
whom are from the hugely respected local 
Nepalese community. It will also impact on 
the wider populus and economy of Maid¬ 
stone generally. 

“The emotion of the situation is exacer¬ 
bated because the MoD have not yet deter¬ 
mined where people stationed at the base are 
to be relocated. This failing will create wor¬ 
ry, stress and unhappiness whilst also affect¬ 
ing regimental morale and the retention of 
good and highly trained personnel. 

“I understand the closure is not scheduled 
until 2027 and that the official rationale is to 
‘provide greater stability through co-location 


of regimental personnel and their families. 

“There has been a military presence in the 
county town for centuries and I am certainly 
not persuaded that this is a sound proposal.” 

She says she will be seeking answers from 
senior MoD officials. The land is expected to 
be eventually used for housing or commer¬ 
cial purposes. 

On Monday, Sevenoaks MP and defence 
minister Michael Fallon revealed a further 
56 more sites, nationally, would be disposed 
of by 2040, taking the total number of bases 


and facilities being sold off to 91. Canter¬ 
bury Barracks has already shut as part of 
the process. 

The MoD estate currently covers nearly 
two per cent of the UK’s land area. 

Sir Michael told MPs it costs £2.5 billion 
a year to maintain the overall estate, and 
40 per cent of the MoD’s built assets are 
more than 50 years old. 

It is hoped selling the sites could save 
£140 million of running costs over the 
next decade. 


Shopping complex all 
set to be rebranded

Wharf is set for a rebrand, just weeks after its 
remarkable return from the dead. 

The site closed suddenly on October 4, but 
re-opened after new lease holder JB Armstrong 
and the Port of Dover intervened. 

Now the new owners are planning to rebrand 
the business and will be launching a competition 
for locals to get involved in the new identity.

Facebook legal threat over 
Littergram app is dropped 


A BUSINESSMAN from Tonbridge 
has confirmed a legal threat from 
Facebook founder Mark Zuckerberg 
has been dropped. 

Popular social media app 
Instagram, which is also owned by 
Mr Zuckerberg, demanded Danny 
Lucas change the name of his 
innovative mobile app, Littergram, 
which invites people to share 
pictures of rubbish and report the 
location to their local authority, 
back in April this year. 

Facebook said it thought the 
motivation behind the app was 
admirable, but being a photo-shar¬ 
ing app which operates in a similar 
way to Instagram, it asked Mr 
Lucas to change the name to avoid 
infringing its trademark, given it is 
likely to dilute Instagram’s 
“uniqueness and value”. 


As a result, Mr Lucas sent a video 
to Mr Zuckerberg pleading with him 
not to enforce the name change, 
insisting it would “kill our momen¬ 
tum and put us back to square one”. 

In July, a spokesperson close to 


the row told KoS the threat was 
being dropped and Mr Lucas has 
this week confirmed the news. 

He said: “We applaud Facebook 
for taking this admirable ap¬ 
proach.” 



Is this set to spell the end 
for traditional hotel keys? 


THE humble hotel key could be 
set to become a thing of the past 
and be replaced by smart¬ 
phones, after pioneering new 
technology from a Medway- 
based firm. 

It means guests will simply 
open up an app on their phone 
and press a button to send the 
security clearance to access 
rooms using Bluetooth. 

When they are due to check 
out, the hotel can automatically 
deactivate the locking system 
saving the headache of trying 
to remind guests to return their 
keys before departure. 

The technology has already 
been trialled with both Hilton and 
Village who are due to roll out the 
system across the country. 

Andy Purvis, from Sandling, 
boss of Rochester-based firm 
NT Security who is implement¬ 


ing what it has dubbed ‘S2R - 
Straight to Room’ technology 
said: “This simple system 
heralds the death of the hotel 
room key - the fantastic thing 
about Bluetooth is that every 
phone nowadays has it. 

“In the past, guests hated the 
bulky room keys which they 
had to remember to return to 
reception before going home.

Now, guests are able to 
unlock their doors via their 
mobile phones that is, if 
anything, even more secure 
than the traditional hotel keys.”

A leading county academic believes the

However, he has subsequently 
said any suggestion he would get 
such a role was “premature”.

DONALD Trump’s remarkable suc¬ 
cess in the US presidential election 
this week was thanks to a “dog whis¬ 
tle” political message, according to 
one of the county’s leading academ¬ 
ics. Dr Matthew Jones, from Herne 
Bay, is a lecturer in political science at 
the University of Greenwich’s Med¬ 
way campus. 

He says the businessman and 
former reality TV star struck a chord 
with many in the US, despite the 
widespread ridicule of the media. 

“Donald Trump had successfully 
tapped into a seam of anger in Ameri¬ 
can society,” Dr Jones explained to 
KoS this week. “Many Americans - 
perhaps more than we thought - 
have reacted positively to Trump’s 
message of making America great 
again. 

“It did not matter how poorly he 
performed in the debates, the sex 
scandals, or political gaffes, it was his 
simple ‘dog-whistle’ political message 
that stuck in the minds of many peo¬ 
ple. Indeed, perhaps his lack of politi¬ 
cal polish and nuance made him 
more attractive as a political Wash¬ 
ington outsider.” 

For many in the UK, already reel¬ 
ing under the shock Brexit result, the 
victory for Mr Trump was seen as an¬ 
other powerful lurch to the right of 
world politics - another country’s of¬ 
ten overlooked working class rebel¬ 
ling against the globalisation which 
has seen markets flooded with cheap 


imports, putting traditional home in¬ 
dustries to the sword and leaving 
whole communities out of work and 
struggling to cope with a very differ¬ 
ent industrial landscape. 

“What does this tell us about 
American politics and society?” asks 
Dr Jones. “This election result sug¬ 
gests a divided America. Trump won 
the electoral college vote, but the pop¬ 
ular vote was very close.” 

The way the political map is drawn 
in the US means that it is likely de¬ 
feated Democrat candidate Hillary 
Clinton could end up actually polling 
more individual votes than her rival, 
but it was the distribution of those 
votes that proved her undoing. 

The electoral college system 
equates a number of ‘electors’ deter¬ 
mined by the population size of each 
state. Whoever polls the most in each 
state then secures the votes of all 
‘electors’. Thus the importance of 
clinching the likes of swing states 
such as Florida, which carries 29 
electors, is clear when compared with 
the likes of sparsely populated states 
such as Montana which carries just 
three. Even if a candidate wins by just 
one vote, they secure all the electors 
in that state which goes towards the 
race to secure the 270 needed to re¬ 
ceive the keys to the White House. 

Explains Dr Jones: “America is not 
only split along Republican and Dem¬ 
ocratic party affiliation, but it is also 
split along racial lines, and socio-eco¬ 
nomic lines, between those who have 
felt the benefits of globalisation, and 
those who have been left behind. In 


UKIP’S interim leader Nigel Farage 
described Donald Trump’s victory 
as a “supersized Brexit”. 

The Westerham MEP, who took 
Ukip from the fringes to a major 
political force in the country, 
before playing a key role in the 
delivery of the ‘leave’ victory in the 
EU referendum in June, is perhaps 
the archetype of this new breed of 
politicians which rebels against 
the establishment and thus hits a 
chord with voters, who have grown 
disillusioned with modern politics. 

He is no stranger to the presi¬ 
dent elect. He appeared on stage 
with Mr Trump during an election 
rally, with Mr Trump holding up 
Brexit as an example of how there 


this context, strong parallels can be 
drawn between this election result 
and the recent Brexit referendum re¬ 
sult in the UK.” 

Hillary Clinton had been the poll¬ 
sters favourite to triumph right up 
until the polls closed. But the tidal 
wave of support for Mr Trump proved 
simply too much. 

“Where did it go wrong for Hil¬ 
lary?” asks Dr Jones. “There are a 
couple of possible causes here. First, 
with hindsight, much of the polling 
appears to have been very inaccu¬ 
rate. This may be down to methodo¬ 
logical problems, which we also saw 
in the last UK national election. What 
these polls may have also failed to 
take into account were the ‘silent 
Trump supporters’ - those who were 
pro-Trump, but where perhaps too 
embarrassed to admit to when being 
polled. 


“This election outcome can also be 
interpreted as a push back against 
the ‘establishment’ of American poli¬ 
tics. By beating Jeb Bush in the pri¬ 
maries, and now Clinton in the presi¬ 
dential election, Trump has 
effectively ended two political 
dynasties. 

“What does this mean for the fu¬ 
ture of American politics? It certainly 
suggests a shift in direction. America 
has gone from electing its first Afri¬ 
can-American president, a man who 
still has high approval ratings, to 
electing a man who has the open sup¬ 
port of the Ku Klux Klan. Given 
Trump’s incendiary comments on 
both Muslims and Mexicans, the al¬ 
ready delicate issue of race relations 
may become more fragile. 

“Once president Trump is inaugu¬ 
rated [in January], what will he 
achieve in his first 100 days? Will he 


soften his stance of Muslim and Mexi¬ 
can immigration? Will the wall be 
built, and paid for by Mexico? Will he 
introduce the 40 per cent tariff on 
overseas goods as promised? If he 
does not stick to many of the populist 
policies that gained him support, 
how will his most ardent supported 
react? 

“Finally, what impact will this re¬ 
sult have for the UK, and Kent specifi¬ 
cally? Depending on how the market 
react, it may slow the UK economic 
recovery. If Trump does go ahead 
with tariff reforms, it makes it more 
expensive for UK made goods to enter 
the US. On the plus side, Trump may 
be more favourable for a post-Brexit 
trade negotiation.” 

This weekend, however, the world 
will continue to grapple with perhaps 
the single biggest peacetime political 
outcome in modern history.

Opponents 
rally against 

community 

hub plans 

Given approval this week, Tom Pyman 
reports on the controversial scheme for 
Southborough, near Tunbridge Wells 


C AMPAIGNERS against the 
proposed development of a 
“hideous” community hub 
in Southborough insist 
their fight is not over after 
a committee gave plans the green 
light this week. 

At a Tunbridge Wells Borough 
Council meeting on Wednesday, the 
planning committee approved the 
Southborough Hub scheme, which 
would encompass a new theatre, li¬ 
brary, cafe, retail units, medical cen¬ 
tre, sports pavilion, offices and up to 
69 housing units. 

And work could begin in as little as 
six months according to Kent county 
councillor Peter Oakford, who lives in 
the town and has been leading the 
project for more than a decade. 

The plans have proved controver¬ 
sial with residents opposed to the 
planned demolition of the historic 
Royal Victoria Hall theatre, built in 
1900, and the removal of green spac¬ 
es, which sparked Sport England, a 
non-departmental public body which 
drives community sport, into lodging 
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an objection to the proposals. 

More than 1,200 people signed a 
petition against the scheme which 
appears to have divided factions of 
the town. 

Martin Betts, of the Southborough 
Environmental Action Movement 
campaign group, told KoS: “There 
has been a clear demonstration of op¬ 
position in Southborough that has 
been completely ignored. 

“Royal Victoria Hall been a cultur¬ 
al focal point for decades in the town 
and has a huge amount of public 
affection. 

“On that basis it should be allowed, 
like so many historical buildings 
around Kent, to be refurbished, mod¬ 
ernised and put into the centre of a 
new development. 

“The plans also eat up quite a lot of 
green spaces and playing fields in the 
centre of the town and we object to 
that being taken away - they are be¬ 
ing pushed forward without consid¬ 
eration of our views. 

“An assessment was done some 
years ago on recreational green spac¬ 


es and it found Southborough had in¬ 
sufficient green space for a town of its 
size. 

“It’s gradually been chipped away 
and this would take away another 
significant amount. 

“It causes persistent anger among 
residents, a frustration with elective 
representatives and creates a schism 
in the town which no one wants. 

“People in positions of leadership 
should be carrying it forward with 
public support but by not listening to 
people they have hindered them¬ 
selves and made it more difficult to 
carry it.” 

Cllr Oakford insisted there were a 
number of issues with the hall, in¬ 
cluding insurance complications af¬ 
ter a child caught a finger in one of 
the seats, that meant it was no longer 
financially viable to maintain in its 
current state. 

He claimed the new theatre would 
include state-of-the-art equipment 
and a flexible hall and open space 
that could be used by the community 
for everything from weddings to live 
concerts. 

“Unfortunately over the years it 
has been altered by various groups,” 
he told KoS. 

“The gorgeous architecture on the 
front made of raw iron was ripped 
away in the 1970s and it’s been in a 
state for a number of years meaning 


the council has been having to go 
into its reserves to keep it. 

“To modernise the theatre, by law 
we’d need to completely bring it up to 
modern standards and that means 
everything but its four walls would 
have to be stripped down, costing a 
lot more money than knocking it 
down, so the easiest thing was to give 
the town a brand new theatre.” 

The Conservative, who is also 
KCC’s cabinet member for specialist 
children’s services, said the proposal 
would in fact increase the provision of 
football pitches on the site - some¬ 
thing he claims Sport England was 
unaware of when submitting its ob¬ 
jection - and that the director of the 
local football club even offered his 
support to the plans. 

“We are talking about five per cent 
of the overall playing fields,” he 
added. 

“We have worked to level off the en¬ 
tire field which means we actually get 
two more pitches than we currently 
have and the club is going to gain a 
state-of-the-art pavilion. 

“At the moment they are using fa¬ 
cilities in derelict school buildings. 

“There is going to be a library and a 
medical centre which can provide x- 
rays and operations. 

“This project is putting a heart into 
the centre of Southborough for all 
members of the community to use.” 


Another point of frustration for 
campaigners is the look of the 
planned hub, considered by many in 
the town to be an eyesore. 

Mr Betts added: “This is a bog- 
standard type of building that archi¬ 
tects are used to providing all around 
the country. 

“It’s been described as an ‘iconic’ 
design but to many people it’s like a 
supermarket or a terminal at an air¬ 
port - it’s not fit for a town with our 
architectural landscape. 

“We have a fine mix of old and at¬ 
tractive buildings and this will just be 
plonked down in the middle, sand¬ 
wiched between a conservation area 
and the Royal Borough of Tunbridge 
Wells. 

“For people driving in it will be a 
tacky Blackpool-style advertisement. 

“It’s just hideous - I don’t think 
anyone has said they like the look of 
the building, there is no respect for 
the local environment. 

“We fear for other towns across 
Kent if this becomes the standard de¬ 
sign for community buildings in the 
county.” 

Architects, Pick Everard were ap¬ 
proached for a response but declined 
to comment. 

A council report presented to the 
committee indicated, as a result of 
the Sport England objection, plan¬ 
ning permission cannot be granted 
until the application has been re¬ 
ferred to the National Planning Case¬ 
work Unit. 

However, Cllr Oakford told us he 
anticipated minimal red tape and 
that work would be underway 
imminently. 

“We have approval to move for¬ 
ward and we are planning the next 
steps. 

“The Southborough Town Council 
offices will need to be relocated and 
then the site needs to be cleared, 
which includes the demolition of Roy¬ 
al Victoria Hall. 

“The next thing will be making the 
land for sale and I hope work on the 
development can really get going 
within six months.” 

A Sport England spokesperson said 
its objection will now be referred to 
communities and local government 
secretary Sajid Javid but declined to 
make further comment.

By Scott! PCC 
reflects on six 
months in post 

Following in the footsteps of Ann Barnes was 
going to be both blessing and curse, so just how 
is Kent’s PCC getting on? Tom Pyman finds out... 


M ATTHEW Scott says he believes 
the profile of the police and 
crime commissioner is on an 
upward curve as he celebrates 
six months in the job this 

weekend. 

A former office manager for Bexleyheath 
and Crayford MP David Evennett, the Con¬ 
servative Mr Scott beat off competition from 
the likes of Ukip’s Henry Bolton and Tristan 
Osborne of Labour to land the £85,000-a-year 
role in May. 

While turnout was higher than it was four 
years ago when the independent Ann Barnes 
swept to power, it still remained despairingly 
low at just 21.5 per cent. 

Indeed, when KoS took to the streets prior to 
the election, fewer than one in ten people sur¬ 
veyed could name a candidate standing for 
election, suggesting general apathy, or if noth¬ 
ing else a lack of understanding of the role, 
remained. 

Mrs Barnes did make headlines during her 
tenure, although largely for the wrong rea¬ 
sons due to a series of PR gaffes that overshad¬ 
owed a lot of her work. 

There has been no such whirlwind with Mr 
Scott after half a year in office, keeping a rela¬ 
tively low profile, though he insists there is a 


growing engagement and warmth towards 
the position across the county. 

“It’s been a really rewarding six months and 
I hope it continues that way,” he told KoS. 

“A lot of it has met expectations but you can 
never be prepared for everything so I have 
learned a few things on the job about what 
people think and what they want you to do. 

“Because I’ve taken the attitude of being out 
and about rather than sitting behind a desk, 
I’m spending a lot of time in the car or on pub¬ 
lic transport getting around the county, so it’s 
trying to find that balance between doing my 
best to go and see things and managing my 
time effectively. 

“But I think the profile is improving, I’ve 
taken the approach of just getting on with the 
job, basically. 

“I was very keen to make sure this was 
about the role rather than the individual and 
make sure I discharged all my responsibilities 
appropriately. 

“There’s been a lot of goodwill shown where 
I have been going out and meeting people and 
it’s really encouraging to see so many people 
who want to engage with the office. 

“I took the view that the past is the past. 
Ann was elected, she served her time and 
decided to stand down after her term and that

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we would have somebody new. 

“When I took office on May 12, it 
was about the role of the PCC going 
forward, rather than what had hap¬ 
pened before. 

“Obviously lessons have been 
learned, not just here but across the 
country, where we’ve had PCCs of 
differing backgrounds and standards 
so I think it’s important to look to the 
future.” 

Despite his insistence, however, it’s 


difficult to shake the feeling that, gen¬ 
erally, people have still not fully em¬ 
braced the position of a PCC with fa¬ 
miliarity and enthusiasm. 

When KoS attended Mr Scott’s first 
public governance meeting with the 
chief constable back in August, there 
were significantly more empty seats 
in the room at Kent Police HO in 
Maidstone than there were occupied 
ones. 

“I’d love more people to attend the 


meetings,” said Mr Scott, who lives in 
Swanley with his wife, Nina. 

“The details are always advertised, 
but I will make sure I do my best to 
promote them and make them more 
available and open. 

“I appreciate perhaps afternoons 
are not the best time for people who 
might take an interest so I’ll be look¬ 
ing next year, once I’ve reviewed the 
first period of these meetings, how 
they’ve operated, whether they feel 


they’ve been of benefit and the infor¬ 
mation and scrutiny has been effec¬ 
tive, to develop that alongside the 
new police and crime plan. 

“I have an open mind, I don’t want 
to put up barriers to scrutiny, but 
rather than a ‘public meeting’, it is a 
‘meeting in public’, so I hold the chief 
constable to account on behalf of the 
public, rather than it being a more 
engaged meeting. 

“But I make myself accessible by 


going around the county so they can 
challenge me, in the mornings, after¬ 
noons, evenings and at weekends to 
fit people’s schedules.” 

One could argue several of the oth¬ 
er candidates in the running for the 
role earlier this year had significantly 
more policing experience than Mr 
Scott. 

And when elected at the age of just 
31, he became the youngest commis¬ 
sioner in the country, which may 
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have also raised a few eyebrows. 

Yet the commissioner insists chal¬ 
lenging the more senior chief consta¬ 
ble, Alan Pughsley, has in no way 
proved an obstacle, and is using his 
youth to his advantage. 

He said: “It’s only come up when 
people have said it’s great to have 
someone younger coming into the 
role; it’s played no part in the way in 
which the force has dealt with me. 

“I have a good working relation¬ 
ship with the chief constable but also 
the appropriate level of challenge as 
well. 

“I’ve been pleasantly surprised it 
hasn’t been an issue, people have 
been responsive and positive because 
they respect people come from all 
backgrounds, ages, races, genders 
and experience - age and ability are 
not the same thing. 

“The role is more than just polic¬ 
ing, the commissioner does not have 
operational control over policing and 
I respect that fully. 

“It’s about setting priorities and 
having worked as a councillor and in 
different advocacy roles, I have expe¬ 
rience of taking up public comments 
and suggestions. 

“PCCs come from business and the 
armed forces, not just from policing, 
so I don’t think it’s entirely the case 
you have to have been in the job 
yourself, though coming from a fam¬ 
ily of police officers I do have that 
understanding of the culture and 
processes.” 

While Mr Scott appears to have got 
his head down and remained clear of 
any real controversy, it has of course 
been an explosive six months in the 
world around him. 

The Brexit vote and subsequent po¬ 
litical overhaul in Westminster has 


changed the way the PCC communi¬ 
cates with central government and 
the Home Office in particular to nego¬ 
tiate the best deals for Kent. 

Indeed, pre-election, Mr Scott 
championed his relationship with 
then-home secretary Theresa May, 
who had been accused of not doing 
enough last summer when Operation 
Stack ground the county to a halt, as 
a key benefit to voting in a Conserva¬ 
tive candidate. 

He has since invited her successor, 
Amber Rudd, down to the county, 
and says he is continually working to 
strengthen our relationship with 
those in Westminster. 

“There are benefits [to Kent being a 
Conservative county], it does mean 
we are working very closely on par¬ 
ticular campaigns and issues, but at 
the same time I’ve been making sure I 
don’t cross that boundary and mix 


politics and policing,” he said. 

“I’ve met with council leaders of all 
colours and community groups and 
party members when asked to do so. 

“Irrespective of party backgrounds, 
I want to do the best for residents dur¬ 
ing the course of the four years. 

“Very early on I got the opportuni¬ 
ty to speak to the new home secretary 
and the new policing minister, Bran¬ 
don Lewis and I am continuing to 
make the case on the funding chal¬ 
lenges that face Kent which I believe 
are unique to this area.” 

Another perhaps more tangible 
change for Kent is an increase in the 
number of armed police officers on 
the county’s streets, primarily in lo¬ 
cations described as potential terror 
targets such as Dover docks, Canter¬ 
bury city centre and Bluewater shop¬ 
ping centre in Greenhithe. 

“The decision was taken centrally 


that police forces should recruit more 
because the nature of the threat the 
county faces has changed,” Mr Scott 
said. 

“Marauding attackers as well as 
threat through explosive devices, 
means terrorism is changing. 

“That was decided before I took of¬ 
fice and investment has been made in 
Kent to recruit more firearms officers 
and I’ve met with them to discuss 
challenges and opportunities. 

“Currently the strategy of them be¬ 
ing more publicly visible has been 
positively received, both through my 
office and the officers themselves and 
members of the public too. 

“Those officers are tasked with 
making some of the most difficult de¬ 
cisions in policing - discharging a 
firearm in order to stop somebody 
and I want to do all I can to give them 
my backing and I know the public ap¬ 


preciate the job they do.” 

One of Mr Scott’s first acts in office, 
and perhaps the only to date to ruffle 
any kind of feathers, was to provide 
£40,000 of additional funds to clear a 
backlog of applications for firearms 
licences, something his predecessor 
refused to acknowledge. 

“What I take issue with is Kent Po¬ 
lice money - taxpayers’ money - be¬ 
ing used to subsidise someone’s hob¬ 
by,” Mrs Barnes said. 

However, despite suggestions the 
cash could be better spent elsewhere, 
Mr Scott has stood by his decision. 

“These people are trying to tell us 
they own a firearm and wish to do it 
safely,” he said. 

“They are trying to comply with 
the quite-rightly strict firearms laws 
that we have and we should make it 
as simple and easy as possible to li¬ 
cense them. 

“I provided extra funding to that 
department to allow them to clear 
that backlog and hire extra staff. 

“We have made some progress and 
the force is training more staff so we 
don’t find ourselves in that position 
again. 

“The government made it possible 
for police forces to recover the cost of 
these licences by increasing the pric¬ 
es quite substantially so there could 
be better cost recovery. 

“But what price do you put on pub¬ 
lic safety? Sometimes you have to 
take those difficult decisions and say 
you need to invest a little bit more in 
this so that we are providing that 
service. 

“This isn’t about the politics behind 
individuals’ views on a particular 
matter, it’s about compliance with 
the law, and that’s the important is¬ 
sue here.”

T WO young refugees who arrived in 
the UK unaccompanied from the 
Calais Jungle have spoken of how 
their new life in Kent has given them 
freedom and safety. 

Henok, 17, and Abdu 18, are part of a young 
refugee art exhibition at the Huguenot Muse¬ 
um in Rochester that tells the story of their per¬ 
sonal journeys through the asylum system. 

Eight boys and two girls under the age of 18 
have contributed to the British Red Cross 
project, all of whom fled from an array of trou¬ 
bled countries, including: Albania, Somalia, 
Eritrea, Afghanistan, Sudan and Iran. 

They all arrived in the UK alone from the in¬ 
famous Jungle, which was used by migrants 
fleeing war and poverty to try and reach the 
UK before it was demolished by the French gov¬ 
ernment last month. 

Under the Children Act 1989, it is Kent 
County Council’s legal responsibility to care for 
under-18s who arrive in the county from 
abroad seeking asylum, where Kent’s social 
services are currently looking after more than 
1,400 young unaccompanied children. 

Henok, whose full name cannot be given for 
his protection, is one of them. He now lives in 
Gravesend after fleeing Eritrea in east Africa. 

“I love living in Gravesend. It’s small, it’s 
clean, the people are lovely and I have so many 
friends here”, explains the 17-year-old, who ar¬ 
rived in Kent in September 2015. 

One of Henok’s art pieces shows a solider 
dragging a citizen by the neck - something he 
says symbolises national conscription in his 
home country. By law, each Eritrean is com¬ 
pelled to serve 18 months in national service 
but in practice many conscripts serve for over a 
decade. While most young Eritreans begin mil¬ 
itary training for the last year of high school, 
children as young as 15 are sometimes con¬ 
scripted. 

“The difference between here and Eritrea is 
the freedom,” he adds. 

In Eritrea, there is military service by force - 
it doesn’t matter if you want to go to school or 
go to college. 

“I was called up for military service when I 
was in 11th grade. You can’t go to school, you 
can’t get married, you can’t get a job, you can’t 
make money. You are stuck there forever. 

“The fragile art piece symbolises how the 
world is broken on one side in east Africa, but 
the British Red Cross is helping the planet up. 


“Being from a different county, learning a 
different culture and starting again is very dif¬ 
ficult. 

“Where I live is very quiet and there is no¬ 
body else my age I know. But I am about happy 
about where I live in Kent because it is safe.” 

Along with Henok and the other refugees in¬ 
volved in the art project, Abdu took part in a 
collaborative piece of a patch-work life jacket. 

He said: “The life jacket is my favourite piece 
of artwork. It was made by different people who 
tell the story of their journey and how they got 
here from different countries by boat. 

“The patches are of human rights and every 
patch symbolises a right everyone should 
have,” said Abdu. 

Adds Henok: “Some of us had a lifejacket; 
some of us didn’t - including me. 

“I was probably at the Calais Jungle for about 
two weeks, but you just lose track of time 
there.” 

The project is run by Red Cross Young Refu¬ 
gee Advocacy Project Coordinator, Robert 
Lloyd and Amy Dimmock at the Huguenot Mu¬ 
seum. Mr Lloyd’s team run a drop-in centre in 
Gravesend that help refugees aged between 15 
and 19 adjust to life in their community. 

He explained: “The art shows all the young 
people’s different stories. All of them share a 
thread of courage and how to persevere. 

“Young refugees are so often spoken of in 
public, but as minors rarely get the opportuni¬ 
ty to speak for themselves. This exhibition of¬ 
fers them a unique platform of expression to 
tell their story to the public. 

“The artwork produced is the culmination of 
months of hard work and dedication from these 
vulnerable young refugees. I cannot begin to 
imagine what they have gone through, but 
each piece offers a glimpse into their trauma¬ 
tising and often unspoken reality.” 

The British Red Cross helps millions of people 
in the UK and around the world to prepare for, 
respond to and recover from emergencies, dis¬ 
asters and conflicts. 

Their volunteers and staff help people in cri¬ 
sis to live independently by providing support 
at home, mobility aids and transport, as well as 
teaching and first aid skills. 

Exodus: Our Journey As Young Refugees is 
being shown in the Huguenot Museum in Ro¬ 
chester High Street until November 19. 

Each young refugee will gain a bronze arts 
award certificate for presenting their work to 
the public. 

Henok and Abdu’s full names have not 
been given, or Henok’s photograph, for their 
protection. 


“When people ask me where I’m from, I tell 
them I’m from Earth. All people come to Earth 
with nothing, and when they die they leave 
with nothing. We’re all the same, and it doesn’t 
matter where we are from. 

“My artwork is about my journey. Some¬ 
times people didn’t understand why I came 
here, so I chose art to explain my story.” 

Another refugee involved in the project is 
18-year-old Abdu, a Greenhithe resident who 
arrived in Kent last September from Sudan. 
Like Henok, he too is studying at Lewisham 
College with ambitions to become an engineer. 

“I want to build because I want to help peo¬ 
ple - people who don’t have homes and don’t 
have schools.

SKILLS: Giving brave servicemen the chance to rebuild their lives

A CHARITY providing em¬ 
ployment, accommoda¬ 
tion and rehabilitation 
to war veterans in Kent 
has “ridden the storm” of 
a nationwide care crisis and is opti¬ 
mistic about the future, according to 
its chief executive. 

The Royal British Legion Industries 
(RBLI) village in Aylesford has helped 
care for former service men and wom¬ 
en for almost a century, but like so 
many services, it has come under 
particular strain in recent years. 

Providing a host of services, it aims 
to get individuals with disabilities 
and health problems back into work 
while also giving them the confidence 
they may have lost since returning 
from conflict. 

Funding comes through a variety 
of means, and chief executive Steve 
Sherry told KoS this week it has been 
a challenge at times, but the charity is 
coming out the other side with a posi¬ 
tive outlook. 


“We have an environment where 
we want and need to provide high 
quality, but labour is not getting any 
cheaper, there’s a shortage of nurses 
and yet there seems to be a down¬ 
ward pressure on the price commis¬ 
sioners are prepared to pay,” he said. 

“That’s causing problems right 
across the care sector and we are not 
immune to that. 

“About three years ago we identi¬ 
fied this as an issue and while it of 
course remains difficult, we’ve ridden 
the storm of most of it quite success¬ 
fully, and it’s not now putting us un¬ 
der any threat of collapsing.” 

The site offers a range of accommo¬ 
dation for its veterans to cater for a 
number of different needs and re¬ 
quirement - from the Gavin Astor 
House care home, to Queen Elizabeth 
Court, which offers a more independ¬ 
ent living space, to Mountbatten Pa¬ 
vilion which provides short-term 
care available for a few months to 
give veterans a little respite and get 
back on their feet. 

As part of a group of charities, the 
RBLI uses referral partners and then 
assesses potential tenants on a scor¬ 


ing system to ensure the most needy 
go to the top of the list. 

Mr Sherry said: “In our emergency 
accommodation, the first thing we 
say to them pretty much is ‘where are 
you going next?’. The exit plan is dis¬ 
cussed right at the outset. 

“We move people on very quickly 
because if not there’s a danger of de¬ 
veloping a dependency.” 

Since KoS last visited the village 
three years ago, it has continued to 
grow and expand in its remarkable 
support for a particularly vulnerable 
pocket of the population. 

A community hub, known as Base 
Camp, was opened by local MP 
Tracey Crouch last year at the heart 
of the village to allow casual meet¬ 
ings of residents, visitors and even 
small clubs such as craft groups to get 
together. 

Two blocks of 12 apartments open 
in April to provide further accommo¬ 
dation, while a garden designed by 
the award-winning Jo Thompson for 
the Chelsea Flower Show was donat¬ 
ed to the village earlier this year. 

Also on the site and growing expo¬ 
nentially is LifeWorks - a five-day in¬ 


tensive training programme aiming 
to reduce the 120,000 unemployed 
ex-service personnel in the UK 
through developing support, confi¬ 
dence and vocational skills to help 
reintegrate them back into society. 

And the programme is clearly 
proving a success, with 83 per cent 


finding themselves in employment, 
training or volunteering within 12 
months of attending a course despite 
79 per cent suffering a disability or 
health condition. 

Head of LifeWorks Iain Downie told 
KoS: “By the time people reach us 
they have been unemployed for some 
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time, they have lost their confidence. 

“Where we are different is we aim 
to make it as individual as we can - if 
someone’s already got a great CV 
we’re not going to rip it up and start 
all over again. 

“It’s working with them so they 
can articulate their skills better and 
therefore understand themselves a bit 
better, building confidence. 

“At the end of it all, they come out 
with a huge smile on their face and 
realise it’s made a difference - we reg¬ 
ularly get comments saying it’s 
changed their lives.” 

Secretary of state for civil society 
Rob Wilson visited the village last 
month to discuss rolling out the Life- 
Works scheme to the wider commu¬ 


nity and the RBLI has already started 
implementing the programme within 
prisons in a drive to help reduce 
re-offending. 

“We aim to get them in their last 12 
months so it’s relevant, appropriate 
and timely on a one-week course,” Mr 
Sherry said. 

“There are limitations to it but the 
important thing is to get their mind 
in a positive way so that they can af¬ 
fect change in their life.” 

However, the chief executive ad¬ 
mits establishing that initial contact 
with the former service people they 
want to help is one of the RBLI’s big¬ 
gest challenges. 

“No one goes around with ‘I’m a 
veteran’ across their forehead and in 


prison there’s further complications 
because people don’t like to declare 
anything that would attract atten- 


OFTEN confused with the Royal 
British Legion, synonymous with 
the poppy appeal, the RBLI is its 
own entity, which aims to make a 
surplus through trading, mainly 
via its factory on site in Aylesford, 
where products are manufactured 
and then sold. 

That surplus is then ploughed 
back into its operations to help its 
beneficiaries. 


tion one way or the other,” he said. 

“All prisons have a ‘veterans in cus¬ 
tody’ officer which helps and then if 
we get in there and deliver, word of 
mouth spreads but it takes time. 

“The same applies outside of prison 
- people who have been unemployed 
for a long time they’ve lost their con¬ 
tacts and network, their GP and local 
job centre might not know they’re a 
veteran and so getting them onto a 
course is always a challenge. 

“The ones we really want to help 
are those that are the hardest to 
reach - we know they’re out there be¬ 
cause one in 20 people in Kent have 
served.” 

While many who complete the Life- 
Works course go off to work in other 
areas of the country, some stay on site 
and work in Britain’s Bravest Manu¬ 
facturing Company - a factory that 
produces signage used nationwide, 
including one for a road named after 
a fallen soldier in Manchester, set to 
be unveiled this weekend. 

It turns over £5m but director of 
commercial operations Geoff Street- 
ley stresses it is a ‘surplus’ rather 
than a ‘profit’ as it all gets reinvested 


It was first established to help 
returning soldiers from the First 
World War, especially those 
suffering with tuberculosis, to 
recover and gain new skills. 

However, its reach stretches way 
beyond Kent, with another site in 
Leatherhead, Surrey - employing 
110 people across the two sites - 
and delivery of LifeWorks courses 
at dozens of locations across the 


back into its operations. 

Among the remarkable stories of 
the veterans working in the village 
are Colin Pavey, who has worked on 
site for 30 years despite losing his arm 
in an accident and Anil Gurung, who 
this year won a silver medal at the In- 
victus Games. 

Likewise, Steve Hammond served 
in the Welsh Guards before being in¬ 
valided in 1989 and now works as a 
councillor on Tonbridge and Mailing 
Borough Council in addition to his 
role in the factory. 

He told KoS: “It’s a great place to 
work, it’s like being in the forces, 
you’ve still got that military-style 
structure. 

“It’s like a family, they call me 
Grandad Hammond now, and we get 
together and just talk over issues as a 
family. 

“I think it’ll grow and the more ex- 
servicemen we have on the road to 
recovery, the better.”

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Your guide to remembrance 
parades across the county 

• Services are taking place in dozens of places this Sunday to allow com¬ 
munities to come together and pay tribute. Here’s some of the biggest

R emembrance Sunday 
provides that rarest of 
moments - an opportuni¬ 
ty for communities to 
gather together for quiet 
contemplation; a powerful united 
front to remember those who made 
the ultimate sacrifice and to celebrate 
the peace which they have achieved 
and maintained. 

What is more, young and old alike 
attend for very different reasons. Be it 
to remember those conscripts who 
were plucked from their normal lives 
and plunged into the most brutal of 
bloody battles during the two world 
wars, to those modem professional 
soldiers braving difficult conditions 
in far-away lands and fighting an en¬ 
emy who does not subscribe to tradi¬ 
tional warfare. 

For those who are long gone, to 
those who survive but continue to 
bear the scars, the power is simply 
that we abide by the immortal phrase 


- lest we forget. There will be dozens of 
events taking place throughout the 
county- at war memorials and in church¬ 
es in our villages, towns and cities. 

Here we list some of the main 
events taking place in our major 
towns - check locally for details of 
other events. 

■ TUNBRIDGE WELLS 

A service of remembrance will be 
held at the war memorial on Mount 
Pleasant Road, beginning at 
10.45am. Greg Clark MP and the 
mayor and mayoress of Tunbridge 
Wells will be among those laying 
wreaths. At 2pm, the mayor will at¬ 
tend Tunbridge Wells Cemetery to lay 
wreaths at the two Cross of Sacrifice 
memorials to the servicemen and 
women buried there. 

■ TONBRIDGE 

The service and wreath-laying in 
the Memorial Gardens at Bradford 
Street, will start at 10.45am and will 
be followed by a parade which will 
take its usual route past the town me¬ 
morial at the Watergate and dismiss 
in front of Tonbridge Castle. 


■ WESTMALLING 

Events will start at 2pm with the 
mayor taking the salute by the pump 
in the High Street as part of the re¬ 
membrance service and parade. From 
the saluting base the parade will then 
continue to St Mary’s Church where 
the remembrance service will begin 
at 2.30pm. After the service there 
will be a short wreath-laying ceremo¬ 
ny at the war memorial outside the 
church. 

■ SNODLAND 

Borough council cabinet member 
David Lettington will be among those 
attending the parade and service. The 
parade will leave Holmesdale Tech¬ 
nology College at 2.30pm following 
the route to Snodland Cemetery 
where the service will take place. Fol¬ 
lowing this the parade will then pro¬ 
ceed to the Paddlesworth Rooms in 
Waghorn Road. 

■ MAIDSTONE 

The county town’s parade will step 
off at 10.30am from Week Street and 
march along the High Street, past the 
Town Hall, across the bridge gyrato¬ 


ry and to the memorial on The Broad¬ 
way for the service of remembrance. 
The mayor of Maidstone will lay the 
first wreath on behalf of the people of 
the district. After the service, the pa¬ 
rade will march back into town 
where the mayor will take the salute 
outside the Town Hall.

The Royal Naval Service will take 
place at the war memorial, Great 
Lines, and begins at 9am when the 
mayor and the chief executive will at¬ 
tend a short service and wreath lay¬ 
ing ceremony. The Black Lion war 
memorial act of remembrance will 
take place at 9.55am with a wreath 
laying ceremony and a procession to 
St Mark’s Church following. 

■ RAINHAM 

Rainham’s St Margaret’s Church 
war memorial remembrance service 
and wreath laying ceremony will 
start at 10.15am. 

■ CHATHAM 

Wreaths will be laid at Victoria 
Gardens in Chatham with a ceremo¬ 



ny beginning at 10.45am. Brompton 
War Memorial on Wood Street will 
have also have a wreath laying cere¬ 
mony at 11am. 

■ DARTFORD 

The annual service of remem¬ 
brance will take place at the war me¬ 
morial in Central Park. The service 
will begin at 10.40am. There will 
then be a march past by veterans, 
uniformed and youth organisations 
from the High Street and along Mar¬ 
ket Street.

S ISTER Act the musical, 
tells the hilarious story 
of Deloris Van Cartier, a 
disco diva whose life 
takes an unexpected 
turn when she witnesses a murder. 

Under protective custody she is 
hidden in the one place she won’t be 
found - a convent. Disguised as a 
nun and under the watch of Mother 
Superior, Deloris helps her fellow 
sisters find their voices and she un¬ 
expectedly discovers her own. 

Alexandra Burke plays Deloris in 
this tale of sisterhood which is com¬ 
ing to the stage. 

Here, she speaks to KoS about the 
opening show, and life on the road. 

“I was offered the role by produc¬ 
er Jamie Wilson after he found out I 
was leaving The Bodyguard,” says 
Ms Burke. 

“I was actually offered the role to¬ 
wards the end of last year but 


turned it down. However, I was 
then sent the script, and heard the 
music and it was just brilliant. The 
music is what persuaded me to play 
Deloris.” 

Ms Burke only had three weeks to 
rehearse her role before taking to 
the stage but she says: “It’s been re¬ 
ally good so far. My hat goes off to 
the stage crew, they only have a day 
to get everything ready before the 
first show at any destination 
begins.” 

The character of Deloris is crazy 
yet stubborn and not always the 
most understanding. 

When asked if she feels she can 
relate to her character at all, the 
singer laughs saying: “No, not real¬ 
ly. She’s crazy, which I guess I am 
too but I’m not as stubborn. 

“What’s great about Deloris is, 
she doesn’t come across very well at 
the beginning but later on she real¬

ises there’s more to life than fame. 
When she realises that, she finds 
love.” 

Describing Sister Act in one 
word, Ms Burke claims it is 
‘outrageous’. 

She elaborates: “You really have 
to let everything go when you’re 
both on the stage and in the audi¬ 
ence. You have to be silly and goofy.” 

It’s not all fun and games off stage 
though as the performer explains 
that she hates touring. 

She said “I despise touring. I miss 
my family and to be honest I’ve nev¬ 
er liked it, even when I was doing 
my own tour, because I find it really 
hard being away from home and 
my family. 

“I’m not meant to be going home 
at all this year, but if I leave on 
a Sunday I do try to make it home. 
It just depends where I am. It’s a 
sacrifice I’m willing to take to 


put in the best performances.” 

Ms Burke is hoping to go back to 
more singing-orientated work in 
the future though. 

“I’m enjoying theatre at this mo¬ 
ment in time but music is my prior¬ 
ity and it is something that I will 
return to and put more time into in 
the future.” 

When asked how she’d like the 
audience to feel after they watch 
Sister Act, she said: “I just want 
people to say they’d come back to 
see it again. It’s a rollercoaster of 
emotions but I want them to relax, 
and walk away wanting more.”

R ehearsed readings 
of the Hannah and 
Hanna, the story of 
friendship between an 
ordinary Margate girl, 
and an asylum seeker from Kosovo, 
and a more recent version, Han¬ 
nah and Hanna in Dreamland, by 
John Retallack are being presented 
in Margate. 

The original story premiered in 
Margate in 2001, and now a new 
story Hannah and Hanna in 
Dreamland is set to do the same. 

The tale tells of two teenagers, 
who meet in Margate at the turn of 
the 21st century. Hannah is Mar¬ 
gate born and bred. Hanna is an 
asylum seeker who has fled her 
country’s war with Serbia, along 
with her mother and brother. 

Despite Margate Hannah’s ini¬ 
tial hostility, the girls soon become 
friends, finding that their shared 
love of pop music is stronger than 
their cultural differences. 

The story won a Herald Angel in 
Edinburgh in 2001. The following 
year it was presented at the Time 
Out Critics Choice Festival at BAC 
and toured nationally.

T HE home of Sir Winston 
Churchill, Chartwell in 
Westerham, is set to 
launch a new winter 
exhibition, Child of the 
Commons, full of discovery as well 
as items that have never before 
been on public display. 

Running from November 12 to 
February 19, 2017, the exhibition 
focuses on the political career of 
Sir Winston Churchill. It will 
feature more than 50 objects, from 
personal family mementoes to 
commemorative gifts that will tell 
the stories of Churchill’s time in 
politics and why, in his own 
words, he would spend his life as a 
Child of the commons. 

Many of the objects are items 
Chartwell hopes to acquire with 
the Keep Churchill at Chartwell 
appeal.

Brummie chef Glynn Purnell talks about receiving the first ever Mitchelin star in Birmingham... 


H E’S been branded one of 
the trailblazers of new 
British cooking, but at 
the heart of Glynn Pur¬ 
nell’s success is his refus¬ 
al to take himself too seriously. 

If he’s not cracking jokes and reel¬ 
ing off witty anecdotes, the ‘Yummy 
Brummie’ is referring to himself as 
the Roger Federer of Birmingham’s 
exploding culinary scene. 

“I’m always going to be remem¬ 
bered as something that broke the 
mould; the one who was awarded the 
first ever Michelin star in Birming¬ 
ham,” says the forward-thinker. 

“I’m still in the mix, so I like to see 
myself as a Roger Federer; I won’t be 
No 1 all of the time, but it’s great,” the 
41-year-old adds, chuckling. 


“Competition is great!” 

Purnell, who today runs the Miche- 
lin-starred Purnell’s restaurant and 
Purnell’s Bistro in Birmingham’s 
thriving city centre, has plenty to 
smile about. 

His latest venture is the brilliantly- 
titled cookbook Rib Ticklers & Choux- 
Ins, a follow-up to 2014’s Cracking 
Yolks & Pig Tales, and a tome he says 
was inspired by the more down-to- 
earth dishes served at his bistro, or 
“takeaway food at home”. 

Written with trademark wit, chap¬ 
ters range from ‘This little piggy went 
to market’ to ‘A moment on the lips’. 

It’s infused with brunch, fish, meat 
and knockout dessert recipes, and 
peppered with yarns about perfecting 
his skills through years of reading

women’s magazines at the dentist, 
and why he has such a vendetta 
against sprouts. 

“It’s important as a chef to have 
your own personality, but then to be 
able to put that personality onto the 
page makes you different,” reasons 
Purnell. 

“When I stop running restaurants, 
and when I stop doing what I’m do¬ 
ing, I want people to look back and 
go, ‘Oh look, that’s a Glynn Purnell 
dish’, or when they come to the res¬ 
taurant and eat a dish, they know 
they’re not going to get that any¬ 
where else in the world. 

“It’s important to keep hold of your 
personality,” he continues. “I’ve been 
cooking in Michelin-star restaurants 
nearly all of my career, and chefs al¬ 


ways want to perceive themselves as 
being a bit aggressive. I’ve moved on 
from that. 

“I don’t need to push my chest out 
and act like some sort of big grumpy 
chef that throws plates at people, be¬ 
cause times have changed. For me, 
food is fun; you should have fun. 

“Some chefs should smile a bit more 
- it wouldn’t kill them! ” 

Residing in Warwickshire he’s “out 
in the sticks”. 

“I think other cities are quite 
daunting, because everybody knows 
of me [in Birmingham]. If I went to 
London, would I just get swallowed 
up? 

“I’m going to keep moving forward 
and carry on being the chirpy Brum¬ 
mie I always am!”

Trail along the 
Golden River 

The Douro river rises in Spain and crosses into 
Portugal at Barca d'Alva before reaching the Atlantic 
at the famous city of Porto. This last 125 miles are 
navigable and a major attraction to tourists as Mike 
Pickup discovered on our recent week's cruise. 


O ur journey started at 

Gatwick where Holiday 
Extras had arranged 
valet parking so we were 
soon on our two-hour 
flight to Porto. 

A short transfer brought us to 
Villa Nova de Gaia, on the banks of 
river, where we boarded the 
luxurious AmaVida, our home for 
the next seven days. Our cabin was 
elegant with lots of storage spaces; 
the marble bathroom had top-class 
fittings and FOccitane spa quality 
toiletries. Bath robes and slippers 
were also provided and there was a 
small balcony for nightcaps. 

The food was excellent and a 
choice of wines and lagers were 
included with lunch and dinner. At 


breakfast, many of our fellow 
guests started the day with a Bucks 
Fizz to accompany their cornflakes. 

Before leaving Porto, we enjoyed a 
city tour and in particular the local 
railway station, decorated with over 
24,000 Azulejos - Portuguese blue 
ceramic tiles.

Brexit fiasco leaves

ON JUNE 23 there was no third 
box on our ballot paper with the 
option ‘leave - subject to 
Parliament’s approval of the 
conditions to invoke Article 50’. 

We had just two choices, remain 
or leave, laid out in the govern¬ 
ment’s taxpayer-funded leaflet. 

Parliament passed, by a ratio of 
six to one the Referendum Act, 
delegating to the electorate the 
decision that would be binding. We 
know now that the decision was 
binding so long as we voted 
remain. 

Former prime minister David 
Cameron, who pledged to trigger 
Article 50 immediately in the 
event of a leave vote, promptly 
resigned. Four months have passed 
and the EU will not commence 
negotiations for our exit until we 
invoke Article 50. The government 
meanwhile is working on a 
strategy. 

Step forward into the High Court 
entrepreneur Gina Miller to ask 
the judiciary to rule as to whether 


judges omniscient, Olympian figures 
whose decisions could be trusted to 
be untainted by bias, the reality 
being that, of the three involved, one 
was associated with a pro EU legal 
group, while another is known to be 
a friend of Tony Blair, the latter a 
man who would do anything to keep 
us in the EU. 

Article 50 was designed by the 
rulers of the EU to prevent a country 
leaving, a trick similar to that 
attempted by the dying USSR in 
relation to the Baltic states, who solved 
the problem by ignoring the legalistic 
deceit and declaring themselves 
independent at once. We should 


parliament should approve the 
conditions under which the article 
is activated. The judges agree 
using, inter alia, the 17th century 
bill of rights thereby endorsing the 
sovereignty of parliament. So here 
we are, treading water, a possible 
Supreme Court appeal decision in 
the new year and no closer to 
executing the will of the electorate. 

One could be forgiven for 
thinking that the establishment 
will have its own way and I for one 
will only believe in Brexit when it 
happens.

In this once great country, an 
election day is the closest we come 
to true democracy - one man, one 
vote. 

It seems that on this important 
decision, 650 of us will get to vote 
twice. In my 70th year, I ask 
myself is it worth voting for 
anything or anyone, ever again?

PREVIEW: Peugeot gained credit for challenging the Qashqai’s crossover 
leadership, but the replacement 3008 could be a real threat... 


NEW LOOK: Peugeot’s new 3008 has the looks, the 
engines and the upmarket appeal to be a real threat 
to the Qashqai and its like... 


O RDER books are open for Peugeot’s 
3008 crossover/SUV replacement 
and there has clearly been a 
re-think. 

The French brand may have 
scored points in 2009 for launching the first 
credible rival to the Nissan Qashqai - founder of 
the crossover sector - and some nice touches 
such as the newcomer’s split folding tailgate. 

But the original 3008 was not pretty and the 
‘egg crate’ grille overwhelmed the car. 

It’s successor’s design is more harmonious and 
fashionably SUV-like, and pitched upmarket 
- where Peugeot wants to be in the future. 

At 4.45 metres, it is 80mm longer than its 
predecessor, but smaller than rivals while 
delivering greater passenger and luggage 
space than before, helped by a longer 
wheelbase. 

The 520-litre boot space (under the luggage 
cover) is almost 90 bigger than for the old car 
and can be expanded to a fully flat 1,580-litre 
load floor, one of the largest and most versatile 
capacities in the segment. 

Despite the slight gain in size though, modern 
construction techniques have pared as much as 
100 kilos in weight from the new generation 
3008 - more than the 84 kilos of the average UK 
male. 

Peugeot says this weight-saving has made the 


car more agile and fuel efficient than the 
outgoing 3008, and it also boasts an array of 
technological enhancements, which we will 
report on once we have driven the car. 

One eye-catcher though is the optional 
folding complementary ‘mobility solutions’ 
with the 3008: a scooter or a bike, both with 
electrical assistance that can be re-charged 


once back aboard the car - a winner for urban 
users perhaps. 

The 3008 will sell with the usual impressive 
powertrain choices, all conforming to the latest 
Euro 6.1 emissions legislation and including 
four petrol and five diesel engines, with manual 
and auto options. 

Deliveries start in January 2017.

T HEY say “two’s company, 
three’s a crowd” but 
Mazda has just fudged 
that. 

The sporty Japanese 
marque - sometimes described as 
Japan’s Alfa Romeo, without the 
roadside angst - has made its 
Mazda3 into a brilliant driving 
companion and threat to the top 
handling family hatch rivals, the 
VW Golf, Ford Focus and Vauxhall 
Astra. 

It wasn’t too shabby before, having 
been launched just three years ago, 
but a facelift has smoothed tiny 
wrinkles. 

On the face of it, literally, you may 
struggle to note the front-end 
tweaks, but on the road, the Mazda3 
shines even more than before thanks 
to the latest gizmo from Mazda’s 
Skyactiv technologies, which have 
re-thought everything about 
building a car. 

Skyactiv has already led to lighter, 
stronger, leaner, more powerful and 
even better driving Mazdas, culmi¬ 
nating in the latest and best ever 
MX-5 sports car. 

But the latest bit of trick is 
‘G-Vectoring Control’ which seems to 
smooth progress, literally at every 
turn; the car’s fluidity - aided and 


abetted by responsive steering and a 
slick gearchange - makes it a real 
driver’s favourite. 

How the vectoring control does it 
is beyond me, as the simple eyes and 
ears of the average consumer, so the 
best thing to do is just enjoy it. 

Not that the Mazda3 is an out and 
out driver’s car; it has simply become 


better all-round, including on the 
motorway where extra sound 
deadening has cut engine and road 
intrusion and boosted refinement. 

One facelift feature I do dislike is 
the arrival of an electric parking 
brake. While it works more logically 
than most, I miss the simple 
certainty of pulling on and releasing 


a handle, yet recognise that a whole 
motoring generation is out there to 
whom this an anachronism. 

There’s also been some tinkering 
with the switches and control layout, 
but it is pretty much as before: 
logically arranged with a smart 
tablet-style touchscreen jutting up in 
the centre of the dashboard.

The cabin feels roomy and glassy 
and though the rakish roofline steals 
some headroom, this is a decent 
five-seater, while boot and ultimate 
load space - with rear seats folded - is 
one of the best at 364 and 1,263 
litres respectively, though beaten by 
the VW Golf (380/1,270) and 
Peugeot 308 (470/1,309). 

I tested the 120PS (119bhp) 
2.0-litre petrol unit, offering lively 
all-round performance (0-62mph in 
8.9 seconds) anyone would be happy 
with plus an official 55.4mpg 
combined consumption. 

You can better this with the 15OPS 
2.2 diesel (8.1 and 68.9mpg respec¬ 
tively) but that will cost you well over 
£2,000 extra.

G OING 4x4 is a no-brainer 
if you work on a farm, 
visit construction sites, or 
live in a rural area where 
mud, ice and snow can 
bog you down.

D ON’T ever think a 4x4 
makes you invincible. 

Yes, extra driving wheels 
and weight equals more 
traction when convention¬ 
al cars are losing grip, but a 4x4 can 
still skid unless you treat treacherous 
conditions with respect. 

What’s more, an off-roader’s extra 
bulk can cause things to happen 
quickly if you overcook things. 

Our top tips for when things get 
tricky: 

• Dip headlights - snowflakes or 
driving rain simply reflect light back 
at you. 

• Watch your speed - things 
happen fast on slippery surfaces. Keep 
a stopping distance equivalent to what 
is visible and clear ahead of you and 
don’t ‘tailgate’ the vehicle in front. As 
a yardstick, stopping distances are 10 
times longer in snow and ice. 

• Gently does it - soft use of the 
accelerator, brakes, clutch and 
steering prevents loss of control. Avoid 
wheel spin when pulling away by 
selecting 2nd gear and easing in the 
clutch. 

• If the car has a specific mode for 
the driving conditions, select it - the 
onboard computer thinks and reacts 
faster than you. 

• Right gear - be in the best cog to 
start climbing rather than risk loss of 
control with a hurried change half 
way, and reduce the skid risk by 
selecting a lower gear on descent. 1st 
gear in the lowest set of ratios, if fitted, 
gives best control in tricky conditions. 
With an auto ‘box without manual 
override, there should be a ‘low’ drive

or ‘terrain control’ option for snow 
and ice. 

• ‘Think high’ on the flat - lower 
gears work best on gradients, but 
higher is best on level ground: a lower 
gear increases the car’s torque or 
pulling power and, therefore, the 
chance of a skid from clumsiness on 
the accelerator. 

• Clean feet - knock off snow, ice or 
mud from boots/shoes in case they slip 
on the controls. 

• Clear before you go - remove snow 
and ice from the mirrors and windows 
for maximum visibility and clear the 
bodywork and roof too to avoid snow 
sliding onto the windscreen. 

• Enough fuel? - never set out in bad 
weather without adequate fuel. If 
forced to halt, you may need the spare 
fuel to keep the car heated until 
conditions improve or help arrives. 
Pack some drinks and provisions 
before leaving too. 

• Snow chains - if driving to the 
Alps, you must pack them or risk a fine 
from police, and check the vehicle’s 
manual beforehand to determine 
which wheels you need to fit them on. 
Don’t ever think a 4x4 can do without 
them if the going gets tough.

MEDWAY Park has been chosen as 
the host venue as an international 
women’s handball tournament rolls 
into the UK for the first time.
